Tbe significance of tbe political victory 


ia New York can scarcely bd exaggerated. 
Bath the great partiec were iuterssted lo 
the contest, but th«i popular system itself 
was more interested. The oity of New 
York h»» always been considered to be, aa 
it undoubtedly is, an exceptional ootnmu- 


Biij. 
The popular system might fail 


ihoro, i& was thought, and jot not be vi- 
tally touched. It was a. city, it was al- 
leged, largely composed of a doubtful for- 
oitfu population, of a character to bo &way- 
o-i by wholly personal and inerconary con- 
siderations, and not by greafe. principled 
nor by reason. Tho majority, itwaa often 
asserted, was a rabble, ruled by dema- 
gogues at their pleasure. There can bo no 
hope for the oily of Now York, it was said, 
except in a vigilance committee, which 19 
a forcible revolution, or a radical limila- 
tion of the suffenge., .This was unques- 
tionably tho feeling of vwy ra/my grave 
and sensible persona when Iho fnn rone on 
the morning of elactbQ day, » day which 
has probably grea'-'/ deepened their res- 
pect for human nature, end their confi- 
dence in tbc-PPeal to 1!"> people. 


First o""'> lue result is tho triumph of 


^fj-op-iid fearless press. In 
surveying 


(.»« nold let no one forget that ils glory 
is largely due to tho courage, the fidelity, 
und tho ability of one great journal, the 
New York Times. The battle was, in fact, 
at the outset a contest between that fun- 
damental principle of a popular Govern- 
ment, tbe freedom of the prets, and that 
snciont and fatal fo* of republic, corrup- 
tion. The mean tyranny of Tammany 
had bought end frightened and silenced 
nmny organs of public opinion, as they 
were called, and "it was anro that if it 
could only muzzle those that still spoke 
independently, its power was absolutely 
secure. It knew that the tongue, the peu, 
and the pencil are stronger and more dur- 
able than adamant or brass, and that there 
is no tyranny, however ruthlets and 
coarse and inexorablp, that those little 
wnnds cannot destroy. 
Therefore it 


wished to paralyzu them all. Itetruck at 
tho free press in its infamous code amend- 
ments, and in dastardly blows at private 
business, but it struck in vain. A great 
journal, unbought and nnterrifiad, led tbe 
assault, which grow,,more and more terri- 
ble, until this vilest although formidable 
despotism of the Tammany Eing, the 
reckless tyranny of thieves end blaok- 
gusrds, fell before the wrath of bouest 
citi/ens. 


Jt is _not difficult to rcfiao upou the 


robiilt, aud to perceive that all motives 
were not pure uor ull bunds clemi 
But 


tho chief lesson is this, that in a systeia 
founded upon popular consent great evile 
m a manner tend to cure themselves by 
developing hostilities among themselves 
In other words, knavery cannot alwuys be 
united. It is distrustful and blind, nnd 
its dissatisfied element will combine with 
honesty and intelligence to work a reform. 
I f i t bo said—and (here is great forco in 
the remark—that a victory for absolute 
honesty and intelligence ia not won by 
auch an alliance, the reply is, that in poli- 
tical contests wo m&y wisely be content 
with something less than victories of al- 
coluto right, if only intrenched wrong ia 
hurled from power. The moral stirauhi" 
that follows is of incalculable benefit. 


But tbe victory has been won only by 


tho most unprecedented activity and ze»l 
and union of ell honest men in the oity. 
Thoy have learned Iheir power, and let up 
hope that they have also learned the con- 
ditions of its efficiency. 
If we would huve 


a free government, wo must pay the price, 
and the price is care, and thought, and 
trouble, and labor and sacrifice. Tweed 
and the Tammany Ring ruled tho'city be- 
cause thousands of intelligent and refined 
persons bated politics, and thought that 
no gentleman oonld touch them without 
contamination, »nd rec-jilcd 
from the 


name of politician, and thought thai 
the Tammany 
Ring 
was no ivoree 


than those who would break it. But tlie 
Tammany ring, and all similar politicr! 
riuge, make politics diignsting and. re- 
pulsive for this very purpose. Thoy wish 
to disgust and to repel honest and decent 
men, 
for then they aro sure of hav'ig 


their own unclean way. And every hon- 
est man who suffers himself to bo repell- 
ed, who refrain? from nn active eVj»ro in 
politics, who never goes to the prmaries 
nor to the conventions, botrays honesty 
and his country, aud bends himself and 
others to such R inferable yoke as tl <\t 
which has just been spurned. 


Let llioeo who have now Ivi tbg first 


time actively engaged in poHHca remem- 
ber that tl'ts victory is woo for the year 
only, not for the next year, nor for future 
yours. It bis merely shown how •victotiefl 
may bo won. Tho same interest and at- 
tention and zeal, tho^mo W'llingness ta 
bear and forbeo-, the su*«c,rig'orous ropu- 
lutiou thatvotss shall bo honestly cast 
and honestly counted, will save tho future 
ns it has uavod fbe rjreseut. Tioss who 
now for the first time have done whr.t 
every American citizen ought always to 
do, have learned also for tho first time 
what they have always heard without 
comprehending—thp.t eternal vigilanoe is 
the prioo of liberty. It will bo the fault 
of no clasa but that of honest and intel- 
ligent men if another tyranny as foul a-s 
that of Tammany evof again enclaves tho 
oity.

VADA IN 1871. 


MONDAY, August 14.—We left Owen'e 


Lake, thank heaven, early this morning. 
Tne laka is a curiosity of nature. 
The 


water is not salt, but alkaline, and rolls up 
breakers on its be oh like an apology for 
a salt wjttr cove. 
It covers about thirty 


square miles; and 1 s t and looked at it, 
aud tried to imagine myself at the aca 
side. The water is so saponaceous that it 
cleanses those who batho in it very thor- 
oughly, which is a bio sing; but it is nee 
entry to wash in some of the little pco'.s 
around to prevent the skin from becoming 
icflamid.' These pools aro abundant,and 
full of sulphur water, which is all wo have 
to drink, and ie particularly nastr. 
Around the beach ia a black band a foot 
wide and two inches deep, composed of 
flics, which feed on tlie alkaline orudt of 
tho beach, and iu course of time change to 
maggots. 
The Indians c.it these, as they

in California. There are seven or eight 
children married in Owen's valley, and 
one gal of twelve hag been divorced from 
her first husband, «nd married her seo- 
ond."

A running stream 


through willow trees and waving grasi> 
with high, rooky sides of voloinic rock, 
covered at their bzie? with a tropical lux- 
uriance of trailing, delicate vines 
Then 


borrcn crags loom up nearly 500 feet. 
The stream breaks in a cascade, sixteen 
feet high, which gives such a shower bath 
as I never dreamed of, nad then rushes 
along a quarter of a mile, nnd falls ia th; 
most porieot silvery thread over n preci- 
pice ~00 feet deep, while the sides of the 
canon loom up higher and higher. This 
beautiful cascade has been named for pur 
agreeablo guide. I must not forget the 
willow tree under which I spread my 
blankets last night. It is old and big 
and curves so that its branches and trunk 
support a perfect dome of foilaga. 


THURSDAY, August 17 —We are to lie 


here in camp for ««veral days, to rest r.ni 
mals and men and send exploring parties 
out into the Death valley,wbich is in front 
of u?, so as to find a crossing. I know a 
great deal about tli» Death valley. Evorj 
one I have met has described it to me, and 
the number of contradictory stories I have 
heard is artoniehing. A pirty of immi 
grants wero^jjoided by a treacherous Mor 
mon into ir, where they perished miter 
ably m nearly a dczen different places 
Rslics of them aro found yearly by adven- 
turous mountaineers. They died together 
in a variety of places, all tho way from 
Bclraont to Sin Diego. The Death valley 
has no water.but is full of running springs 
It is either 400, or loO, or 175 feet below 
the level of tho sea, or else it is not below 
the level of the aea at all. It extends 
from Belmout iu A series of plateans, or 
else it is merely the lowest plateau; so 
that it is either three hundred or sixty 
miles long. It is so hot that a man cannot 
cross it at noou or in the summer; but 
there are many hotter 
and mbaoited 


placet on tho ooast. Our guide goes away 
to-mom/w. He is more and more oi u 
nuisance every day. 


FRIDAY, August 18—Last night we 


bed a water-spout, eheat-ligbtciug, thun- 
der, breaking of boulders from the moun- 
tain Ride—all crash, and roar aud glare 
1 ran barefooted over tho eharp diet- 
stones oi the inoumuia to drive back some 
frightened mules^ftod wondered ., better 
iicy of my friends would believe my ac- 
oonat of the scouc. The guide did not ex- 
aggerate; it was stupendously terrific. The 
full force of the shock did not reach us 
These spouts slice off mountains, cptn und 
blo?k up canons, aud change tho entire 
course of streams of water. Oar guide ii 
iudiguant that I was not more,cnthusins 
tic, but there aro times when a person 
has cot time to be enthusiastic. 


SATURDAY, August 111 —Our guide left 


to-day with & 
, to try some of the ca- 


nona on tho west side of the Death valley 
for water, so that we cau cro&R over easily 
t»Furnace Creek, and for a short limts 
we shall have a respite from bear stories. 


MONDAV, August 21.—S 
arrived in 


camp last night with no guide. Ho was a 
fraud—such a fraud as only an old moon 
taineer who pretends to know the country 
can be. After leading them fairly into 
)he Death Valley, he left them, as they 
tound he had loat his way. 
Ho did not 


come back again.

Ita heat i« it- 
greatest terror, for there is abundance of 
water in the canons which open into it« 
western side, so that thirst is to bo feared 
more from llio concealment than tho 
scarcity of tho spting". But its beauty is 
evil, and though it ij pintiirefque, it i« 
fii-thtful.

FEEDING FARM STOCK FOR MARKKT. 


From the Country Gentleman, Fov. 11. 


It is now the time of the year when, if 


not already done, farmers should look 
over their feed, j/rbin.'toy and other fod- 
der, and roots, aud ees if there is any 
spare feed with, which to mike more meal; 
and if there is, see what kind can be made 
to tho best advantage. Shall it be pork, 
beef or mutton? If there is plenty of bay 
and a moderate amount of'grain, it -will 
probably be beef or mutton; if there is 
plenty of corn, peas or bsrley, and little 
fodder to, spire, it wiil hare to be pork. 
So_too, ilVill soon be time to ice a li tie 
about the preparation of feed—to'think 
about making preparations fir cuttinsr 
and steaming "coarse fodder. There are 
many farmers who r.o^w feed butMittlp, 
who, 
with suitable, cutting and steaming 


apparatus, could feed _fire to ten head of 
steers more 'as well as'not Tbere 'in that 
larae stack of straw thit, though well 
saved, will bo but little used Jor feeding, 
there being plenty of fcdder supplied 
that'is preferred; »nd there 'is that field 
of corn, the fodder also" well 
saved,

cd. Cat aud_gteam these cornstalks, and 
the whole will be eafen'up clean," and 
will ouke bettor fodder' than tbe finer 
p»rt» M aeuilly fed.

fed in this steam mixture. Managed in 
this way, you can fatten much mortatock 
and make more and better macim. L 
you don't have coarse grain enough tg 
feed with your fodder, then buy aoue; i 
you lack one of thive kinds of fodder, but 
have all the re«t, it will be better to buy 
than to give up le«d:ng. Barley should b 
much more generally ted, when it U low, 
than at present is the cnee; no good farm 
cr should sell barley when it will uol 
brieg a dollar or more a bushel in Albaziy 
and a corresponding price in hi* market 
It should ba a point lo feed the grail 
whenever it does not brine decidedly th 
beet price to sell it in raRrket. 


In making arrangements for feeding, oi 


in deciding whether it will do to feed or 
not, always keep in mind that the atronf 
est rciKon for feeding is the making ol i 
good pile of rich manure; and npeeiaU 
always remember that it you can get 
fair market price for your feed and thl 
manure for prent, you have done a goot 
business 
Indeed, you will make mon 


money in the long run by farming if you 
feed does not bring quite so much, u yoi 
will be abundantly remunerated in thl 
increased crops and improved condition o 
the land. 
Still, skillful managers ver 


generally make a fair profit on feeding hi 
sides the manure, but this in part depend 
upon judgment and skill in baying—iaol 
men say they can. buy cheaper than the; 
can raise stock for feeding, and that the' 
can make more by feeding than by raUini 
stock. True, all are not so well prepare 
to buy to advantage, but skillful mem 
may be employed to buy for other* 
this is already done to some extent, eiu 
tho business can be extended so as to ac 
commodatc all. 
But, after all, the manure 


should hs the main object and a leading 
question, be how to obtain this for profit 
and a fnir market price for the feed beaidea. 
In profitable farming, the land mutt be 
kept up, and barnyard manures rca?t be 
largely used for thia purpose. The amonn 
and vttlue of these manures will of course 
depend largely on the kind of feed given. 
Au animal fed wholly oa hay and grain 
m the usual way, will make richer mannr 
than would be the caue if both were wel 
cooked, Bb iu the latter ca*e the feed woalt 
be more thoroughly digested, and lea* o 
tho valuable properties paued in tbe man 
uro. So, too, such a mixture of grain, hai 
corneUlks and straw a» above referred to 
well steamed, will make loss valuabl 
manure than hay or grain alone. Hence 
whenever 
feed 
is 
purchased, 
regard 


should be hid to thut which U bet 
'or 
making 
manure as well aa for 


feeding. 
For 
iueUnce, 
in 
buy in 


hay it will bo best to get clover hay, l 
that contains a large amount of nitrogen 
ifud is worth cboiu twice as much as com 
_moa hay iur making manure. At th 
iesne lime good, fine, bright, early eu 
clover hay is 'better for fattening cattl 
and sheep. So clover hay ia the beat to 
buy, and tbi-i is o-pecially the c«e where 
as in many places-such hay is the oheap 
e»t. For the ui:ua reuoti the Urge 
amount of uitrogen, pees" should bar 
the preference when they cau b« bough 
for the same price es corn. 
And ao, too 


where neither puas uor clover hay can b 
fed, but some kiud of grain must be pur 
chased, it will be best to buy a portion o 
oilcake—sny enough to feed one"pound o 
oilcjko to three or four of grain. Oilcak 
is not only very fattening, but it helpi 
largely iu making rich manure—it con 
taics more nitrogen than any othe 
feed 
that will be fed, while a hig

other cereal crop?, this is very importan' 
ns nitrogtnoua manure are most need«< 
for these grains, and it is very probabl 
that where neither clover hay nor peas' 
can bo fed, it would pay to feed a smal 
portion of oil-meal even if no grain has t 
bo purchased. At any rate it should b< 
an object witrT every wheat grower t< 
make rich, nitrogenous manure*, and ii 
order to do thif, to provide plentr of th 
best aud cheapest feed within big reaci 
for this purpose. Of course tliii ought t< 
be clover, as the growth cf the crop ai 
well a« the manure may largely benefi 
wheat: but where a large amount of coarai 
fodder is steamed and fed, it will not uomi 
amiss to mix in a limited amount rf oi 
meal (oil cake ground), even if clover ha 
is mixed iu, as above described, while i 
uo clover, bay or pom aro fed,- more oi 
meal should be given. It ohonld alway 
bo kept in mind that the quality of tb 
mauure depends largely up»>a the kind o 
fef d given; that the more thoroughly th 
feed is prepared and cooked.and, of count 
digested, the ices of iu strength v/iii pa* 
through in the manure—uitrogen and 
,fow mineral eUinenV* of cropo being a par 
tial exception to this rule—while the! 
more thoroughly that strength is secured 
by the animil the leas will be tbe value ol 
the minute, but that rich feed helps make 
rich manure, as w-H as fat meat. 83 that 
iu growing, buying cad arranging feed on 
the farm, we need to koop both and all in 
ciind in on't-r lo feed u, tho best advan- 
tage.

TJTE CITV GAS.— Wo wero led to expect 


that tbo five new retorts which woro put 
into operation at the gas works last Satur- 
day, would hove given a sufficient supply 
to tho city during tho night. The capac- 


ity" of the works at present is stated to be 
about 00,000 foot por day, at which rate it 
ia claimed, tho retorts were working on 
Saturday night, yet tho gas- iu many of 
the Btorca went out, and all through the 
city it was exceedingly limited ia quan- 
tity and poor in quality. It is assorted 
that tho ontiro works woro suspended to 
admit of tho connections being mado with 
.the new retorte, which caused tho gaso- 
meter to fall entirely down. Tha* gas was 
thereforo hopplied by direct pressure from 
tho retorts. There w«s plenty of timo 
yesterday to refil the gasometer, and to- 
night will tell the tale aa to whether tho 
existing capacity is adequate to the de- 
mand. The entire city gas is supplied 
through a six inch main, which is not con- 
sidered large enough to allow tho gas to 
flow through at the_ pressure used. Tho 
company nro preparing to put down a 
twelve inch main, which: will remedy this 
defect. Whether nn increase of pressure 
on the gasometer « ill in the meantime bo 
practicable is a matter of gravo doubt, as 
thoro is no apparatus attached-, to the 
works for preventing such pressure falling 
directly back on the clay retorts, and they 
should bo relieved of pressure es much as 
partible.

tribute the origin of tho oils of tho earth 
to some- other substance than ooaU • It is 
well known that no coal exists within our 
state, tbo surface of this portion of the 
earth being below carboniferous forma* 
tion. It ia true that the Illinois coal beds 
are not far distant, tut the stratified 
rooks beneath ua

north 


to south, tbe incline bomg strongly de- 
fined, nod no one will be so-hasty as to 
argue that tho dropping? of the Illinois 
coal beds could so effectually contend 
against natural laws as to run np hill. 
But this particular oil well is to bo-tested. 
We understand it has' already been leased 
to a company of men, one of whom has 
had considerable experience, in the Penn- 
sylvania oil regions, and that they have 
sufficient faith in tbo enterpriea to in\ost 
their money and timo iu its development.
